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SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT 
RATIFICATION SOUGHT 


Now that the suffrage fight is 
nearly over, now that the goal of 
forty years’ striving can be 
glimpsed, those who have worked 
for the enfranchisement of women, 
for the opportunity of “mothering 
the nation,” as Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, that venerable pioneer of the 
woman movement, has cailed it, 
these faithful workers have anew 
incentive and a new inspiration to 
finish the fight. 

The Atlanta suffragists on Thurs- 
day were losing no time, but were 
ready for the the battle that is 
ahead to place Georgia in the list 
of ratifying states. Headquarters 
will be opened downtown at once, 
it is understood, by the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters, of which 
Miss Eleanor Raoul is head, from 
which a campaign will be conducted 
on behalf of women’s registration 
which will have perhaps the most 
telling influence now on legislature 
members, and where the work of 
preparing for the ratification of the 
federal amendment by Georgia can 
be planned and directed. 


Ratify Amendment. 
The Atlanta League of Women 


Voters was organized last week for 
the purpose of concentrating all 
the suffrage forces of the city in 
an effort to educate women in the 
use of the primary ballot and to 
work for the extension of primary 
suffrage to entire suffrage Instead 
of endeavoring a state bill grant- 
ing women the right to vote, the 
league will now have only to se- 
cure a ratification of the amend- 
ment to the constitution. 


This will probably be accomplish- 
ed quicker than could a measure 
making possible women’s voting in 
Georgia since the legislators who 
know that ratification by the thir- 
ty-six states necessary is inevitable, 
will most likely not want ‘ieorgia 
to appear as being one of the lag- 
gards, as Mrs. Haynes McFadden, 
vice president of the central league, 
expressed it Thursday when ap- 
proached on the subject.

Three of 19 Projects Have 
Already Received Gov- 
ernment O. K., Including 
Dixie Highway, West- 
ern Branch.

(By The Constitution’s Leased Wire.) 

Washington, June 5.—Figures an- 
nounced today show that during the 
month of May federal aid was 
pledged by the department of agri- 
culture to assist the building of 
more than 140 miles of improved 
roads and bridges in the state of 
Georgia. 

Three of the 19 Georgia projects 
included in the list have received 
the final O. K. of David F. Houston, 
secretary of agriculture. The re- 
maining 16 have been tentatively 
approved by the department, and 
are still subject to a possible 
though improbable veto at the hands 
of the department. 

The three projects which have 
been finally approved are: 

The Dixie highway, western 
branch, extending from Rome, in 
Floyd county, to Atlanta. This 
road begins at Lindale station and 
ends at Seney, at the Polk county line, 
a distance of 7.444 miles. It will be 
improved at an estimated cost of 


$28,524.39, of which $14,000 will be 


federal aid. (Top soil.) The Co- 
lumbus-Hamilton-Atlanta road, in 
Harris county, from the Muscogee 
county line to Chipley. This road is 
19.95 miles in length, and will be 
improved at a cost of $107,725.98. of 
which $53,500 will be federal aid.

FORD TRIES TO SHOW 
TRIBUNE PRO-CERMIAN 


Mount Clemens, Mich., June 5.— 
Depositions from officials of the 
Standard Oil company and the In- 
ternational Harvester company were 
among those introduced today in the 
libel suit of Henry Ford against The 
Chicago Tribune. Editorials which 
the plaintiff contends show pro- 
Germanism on the part of The Tri- 
bune also were read. 

The depositions were from Fred- 
erick David Asche, who was a direc- 
tor of the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey at the time of publica- 
tion of the alleged libelous editorial 
headed “Ford Is an Anarchist,” and 
who, since 1917, has been vice pres- 
ident of the company; Milton M. 
Eams, assistant secretary of the 
company; Arthur F. Corwin, who 
was vice president of the Penn- 
Mex Fuel company in 1915; President 
Harold F. McCormick, of the In- 
ternational Harvester company, who 
was vice president of that  cor- 
poration in 1916; George A. Ranney, 
secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany, and Mrs. Elinor Medill Patter- 
son, part owner of The Tribune. 

The depositions of the officials 
of the two big corporations was 
deemed pertinent to the suit by the 
plaintiff in connection with his 
charge that The Tribune wanted war 


‘with Mexico because it would bene- 


fit the Harvester company in ob- 
taining sisal from Yucatan and the 
Standard Oil company in the matter 
of Mexican oil. . 

Mrs. Patterson’s, deposition con- 
cerned her acquaintance with the 
then German ambassador, Von Bern- 
storff. She admitted that he called 
at her home and that this had a 
deterrent affect on the making of 
similar calls by the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of countries at war 
with Germany. She found means 
to terminate Von Bernstorff's vis- 
its about a year before the United 
States broke relations with Ger- 
many, she said.

(The, Seeetatioen Leet conten. tate) 
London, June 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—One of the many dif- 
ficulties connected with the treat- 


ment of paralyzed persons has al- 
ways been the obtaining of exercise 
and movement. This difficulty 
seemed almost insuperable, adn, 
though numerous efforts of a 
more or less ingenious kind were 
made to overcome it, none of these 
produced results which could be 
termed satisfactory. 

What was required was manifest- 
ly a medium of support in which 
the patient could rest while at the 
same time remaining free to at- 
tempt movement in any direction 
that might still be possible for him. 
Apparatus did not secure this ipeal, 
because it was always in the last 
issue hard and unyielding at the 
points of contact,:and sooner of 
later inflicted pain. 

But there was one medium which 
answered all the demands, and it 
was left to a patient to think of 
it and @emonstrate its utility. That 
medium was water. Ina swimming 
bath the water provides the pa- 
tient with complete support and at 
the same time leaves him complete 
freedom of action. 

Thanks to the enthusiasm of this 
patient the idea was translated into 
action and has been found to be not 
onlv workable, but exceedingly val- 
uable. Medical men were quick to 
adopt the new method and to per- 
ceive its possibilities. At the Teot- 
ing Military hospital. thanks large- 
Iv to the efforts of Dr. Farquhar 
Buzzard. paralyzed mernhave been 
given the opportunity of using it 
and have profited greatly by its 
use, 

The water forms an ideal suvport 
of the body: it allows the patient. 
thus supported. to strike out in 
any direction, and so to exercise 
those muscles which may be left 
to him. If the case is not hopeless. 
the recovery of muscles is naturally 
greativ facilitated. Moreover, *he 
effect on the patient’s mind is ex- 
cellent, for he is stimulated to ac- 
tion and brought to feel that he 
is still capable of effort and of in- 
terest in life. Tt may te predict- 
ed that there will be a wide ex- 
tentien of this system of treatment. 
and that great henefit will result 
to many sufferers.

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SPECULATORS WORRY 
OVER THEIR PROFITS 


Ledger 


Chicago, June 5.—Speculators are 


much worried over their profits, 
which are large. One of them, who 
has made $300,000 on paper in the 
past six months, refuses to let go 
and convert his profits into cash be- 
cause of the large percentage that 
the government will take away from 
him in taxes, 
it is wiser to hold on and receive the 
income in dividends, which will not 
count against him in the tax sched- 
ule. This has become a great ele- 
ment in the market, and the way 
out of the dilemma is not clear to 
many. One thought is that stocks 
should be carried to the close of the 
year and then sold, but if everybody 
does that, there will not be much of 
a market to sell on in January, 1920. 
Moreover, it is not yet known that 
the next tax schedule will be enough 
lower to make such a policy worth 
while. It is considered certain that 
the republicans contfOling congress 
will make some important changes, 
but who can tell what they will be? 
The man who wishes to avoid 40 or 
50 per cent in surtsxes, excess prof- 
its taxes can relieve his position 
somewhat by investing in govern- 
ment bonds of one class and another, 
and a compromise between the 4% 
per cents and the 3%s running back 
also to the 3%, is practicable to one 
who is handy in arithmetic. 

To judge from what one sees 
among the speculators in this city, 
the security market in Chicago and 
everywhere else is supported large- 
ly just now by this consideration of 
taxes plus the general expectation 
of a great business in the United 
States which will maintain prices at 
high levels for a long time. Anyhow 
the tax consideration has served lit- 
tle to abate speculation. Many peo- 
ple trade for the joy of the game 
itself irrespective of possible enrich- 
ments of, themselves. It-far. sur- 
passes the satisfaction of a game of 
poker. 

The attitude of many of our most 
experienced men logically calls for 
the retention of stocks they have 
bought for an indefinite period 
rather than for sale at the. profits 
now so tempting. Some who at first 
thought the. rise in prices. was of 
the soda water variety are now 
firmly of the. conviction that it 
means a real uplift throughout the 
country in all. those things that go 
to make prosperity. They find that 
those corporations that are not. yet 
doing a great business are so well 
fortified with surpluses’ that big 
earnings in the near future are not 
a necessity. Some of these com- 
panies are simply awaiting the de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court as to the taxability of stock 
dividends to decide on the question 
of making such dividends on a lib- 
eral scale. A dozen or more in this 
city might be mentioned in that 
category. Some there are which 
will presently hand out to the stock 
holders large amounts of govern- 
ment bonds as exarts,, but the 
growth of business has been such 
that increased capitalization on a 
basis of present assets would justify 
stock dividends. 

This is a reminder of the case of 
the International Harvester company. 
There ~was a recent intimation by 
outsiders that this company would 
distribute a stock dividend. This is 
stated by a man high in the councils 
of the company to be no part of the 
intention of the directors. It.is like- 
ly enough, however, that the cash 
dividend will be increased. ‘The 
company is doing remarkably well, 
though the orders for the tractors 
recently. slackened up rather omin- 
ously, the cause being a feeling 
among purchasers that the prices of 
steel were going down and hence the 
prices of the machines. It is a grow- 
ing idea even among the speculative 
class that it is wise to hold on to 
that class of stocks to save taxes 
and also to get the benefit of fu- 
ture prosperity.
